Report  for  the  Year  Ending  May  i,  1892, 


To  THE   HOAKD  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  NORTHWESTERN  UNIVERSITY  : 

Aetiii;:"  iiiidpf  the  dit-ec.'tion  of  the  Expcntivc  Conitnittf'o  as  shown  by  a 
resolution  passed  April  7,  1892,  a  copy  of  which  is  as  follows: 

"Moved  by  Dr.  H.  W.  Rogers  and  seconded  by  Mr.  J.  H.  Raymond,  that 
the  Business  Agent  be  requested  to  close  into  Endowment  Accounts  all 
the  real  estate  that  the  University  now  owns,  and  that  he  hereifter  charge 
into  this  account  all  expenses  made  on  account  of  unimproved  real  estate, 
and  also  keep  the  account  with  th^^  improved  proj)erty,  so  that  the  exjtenses 
shall  form  a  part  of  the  current  expense  account." 

I  have  consolidated  all  of  our  real  e^tate  accounts  into  different  accounts 
and  have  given  them  the  names  of  "Produ'-tive  Real  Estate  Endowment 
Fund,"  having  a  value  of  |1,420,179.01 ;  "Non-Productive  Real  Estate 
Endowment  Fund,"  valued  at  |689,493.33;  "The  Orrington  Lunt  Library 
Endowment  Property,"  havingabook  value  of  |112,139.15.  We  have  also 
on  the  books  two  other  endowments  known  as  the  "John  Evans  Professor- 
ship of  the  Latin  Language  and  Literature,"  and  the  "John  Evans  Pro- 
fessorship of  Moral  and  Intellectual  Philosophy."  E:ich  of  these  professor- 
ships was  endowed  by  Governor  John  Evans  with  .f5(),000  each. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  hold  the  properties 
named  for  the  purpose  of  endowment  only,  and,  as  the  property  is  sold,  to 
invest  the  proceeds  in  interest  paying  securities  or  improved  property,  and 
devote  the  nttim.-ome  to  the  siipportof  ourschools  and  for  no  other  purpose 
whatever.  If  this  |>lan  is  followed,  I  am  certain  that  our  endowment  funds 
will  be  sacredly  cared  for. 

Our  Professional  Schools  have  had  a  prosperous  year  financi  .lly,  with 
the  exception  of  the  Dental  School,  and  1  am  confident  that  that  school  will, 
within  a  short  tinve.  be  enabled  to  meeb  all  the  charges  against  it  and  be 
able  to  pay  back  to  the  general  fund  whatever  may  have  been  advanced  to 
put  it  on  a  paying  basis. 

The  tuition  receipts  in  our  Evanston  schools  for  the  year  have  been  $37,- 
85^  80.  and  the  payment  for  instruction  during  the  same  time  has  been 
$66,341. r,2. 
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There  has  beeu  received  for  tuition  during  the  year  |G,282.25  more  than 
during  the  previous  year,  and  has  beeu  paid  for  instruction  |13, 300.28  in 
excess  of  the  previous  year,  or  $7,009.03  more  than  the  gain  in  tuition 
receipts,  showing  that  a  gain  in  the  number  of  students  is  a  financial  loss  to 
the  institution.  This,  however,  is  no  new  thing,  as  most,  if  not  all,  of  you 
are  aware. 

The  cost  of  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts  over  receipts  for  the  year  has  been 
152,619.04;  the  Preparatory  School  shows  a  loss  of  |2, 778.76;  the 
Woman's  College  Boarding  Department  shows  a  deficiency  for  the  year  of 
12,211.24. 

We  have  reduced  our  Bills  Payable  during  the  year  |20,616.66,  and  set 
aside  $10,000  to  be  paid  on  the  same  account,  which  amount  has  been 
applied  since  May  1.  The  instruction  of  the  Board  to  apply  |1 0,000  yearly 
from  the  income  received  from  our  rents  on  our  indebtedness  has  been  faith- 
fully carried  out. 

It  may  interest  the  Board  to  know  that,  during  the  five  years  ending 
May  1, 1892,  the  sales  of  real  estate  amount  to  the  sum  of  $106,820.00,  and 
1  hat  we  have  purchased  during  the  same  time  property  of  the  value  of  $31,- 
275.00,  and  we  have  paid  on  special  assessments  $29,973.34. 

The  institution  will  have  a  large  sum  to  pay  this  year  for  the  improve- 
ment of  Orrington  avenue,  and  the  increased  value  of  our  property  on  that 
avenue  shows  the  wisdom  of  our  Board  in  promoting  that  work.  It  has 
lif-en  the  policy  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  co-operate  with  other  prop- 
erty owners  in  paving  and  laying  sewers  and  water  pipes  in  the  streets  on 
which  the  University  owns  property. 

The  total  receipts  in  our  schools  for  the  year  are  $108,005.55;  the  total 
payments  for  their  maintenance  $152,780.90. 

I  respectfully  refer  you  to  the  different  schedules  printed  in  the  report, 
which  contain  a  synopsis  of  the  working  of  the  ledger  accounts  during  the 
past  year. 

I  present  ray  usual  forecast  of  the  probable  receipts  and  expenses  of  our 
Evanston  schools  for  the  ensuing  school  year:  which  statement  will  be 
found  to  show  an  estimate  of  expenses  of  $126,303.50  inclusive  of  $10,000 
to  be  paid  on  the  debt.  The  receipts  on  this  account  are  estimated  at 
$127,300.00.    Respectfully  submitted,
